IRELAND’S PORT WITHOUT COMMERCE, 


and Abbeys—Relics of Pagan and Early 
Christian Epochs.

New Tonk, June 11.—A correspondent of 
the Times writes from Galway, Ireland, under 
date of May 21, as follows: A foreign enemy 
wishing to settle in Ireland could not select a 
better point than Galway Bay, at the center of 
the island on the northwest coast. It is with- 
in three days’ march of Dublin, so that in the 
period before rallways the power which held 
these two cities cut Ireland asunder, espe- 
cially if Athlone,on the Shannon, were secured. 
By sucha line Ulster and Connaught were 
separated from Leinster and Munster. The 
name Galway indicates that it was settled by 
foreigners, but it is unoertain whether the 
name was applied from early Norse settlers or 
the Welsh-Norman adventurers of the 
twelfth century. And as it is so cen- 
tral, Galway is to-day the best place for 
effecting a peaceful landing, guide-book in 
hand, from a trans-Atlantic steamer. The 
line of steamers that once plied between New 
York and here was discontinued, owing to 
continual mishaps, occasioned, it is firmly be- 
lieved in Ireland, by treacherous pilots in the 
pay of the owners of rival lines at Liverpool. 
In consideration of the great saving of time to 
passengers by landing them here rather than 
in Liverpool, the harbor of Galway was ar- 
ranged for an extensive American commerce, 
andagreat hotel built. But when a steamer 
was run onthe rocks in broad daylight, the 
company gave up, and Galway relapsed intoa 
port without commerce. Yet there is hardly 
another place in Ireland where the tourist can 
gee at short notice so much beautiful scenery, 
80 many old casties and abbeys, such a wealth 
of remains of pagan and early Christian epochs. 

THE ARRAN ISLANDS 

lie before the mouth of the bay, and as one 
enters, the marvelous tops of the Clare 
mountains develop themselves on the right. 
They recall the prowess of Clare’s horse on 
the losing side of the battics of Blenheim 
(1704) and Romilies (1706), and the spirited 
song by Thomas Davis:

Thence the lower 
Shannon may be traversed to Limerick, which 
has a cathedral remarkable for its pon- 
derous columns and ancient tomb inscrip-

LOUGH DEARG

Athlone there is an ancient monastery, an 
cemetery of Cronmacnoise (Meadow of the 
Son of Nos). Here are two specimens ot the 
round tower in close proximity to religious 
buildings. They bear out the tneory of Prof. 
W. K. Sullivan as to their purpose in Christian 
hands. Whereveraround tower stands the 
sound ofa bell on its summit will be heard 
over the greatest amount of land. The early 
saints argained with the Kings of 
of Irelan that they should have 
jurisdiction, spiritual, as far as the 
sound oftheir bell.

The English soldiers were assaulted 
at first, because they Msuited women 
on the streets, but there is no 
trouble now. In fact, between the English 
and Irish lower orders there no real 
butred. The trouble has been that the ruling 
classes have incitedthem against each other 
for their oon purposes. As democracy in- 
creases the people begin to see who are their 
true friends and no longer play intothe hands 
ofthe common enemy.

CHAMBERLAIN ACCOMMODATING. 

Lonrpon, June 1l.—Mr. Chamberlain will ad- 
dress the electors of Birmingham on the 19th 
inst. Tne committee of the Birmingham Lib- 
eral Association will meet priorto that date, 
to decide whether or not to run an opposition 
candidate. Mr. Chamberlain has written a 
letter to the chairman of the Liberal Council.

WENT BACK ON CAINE. 

Mr. Caine, Member of Parliament for Bar- 
row, delivered an address before the Liberal 
Association at Barrow yesterday in defense 
of his opposition to the home-rule bili. He 
said that the question of home rule 
was not made a party question at the last elec- 
tion, and thatthe passage of the bill would 
have caused the disruption ofthe Empire. A 
resolution expressing confidence in Mr. Caine 
was rejected, and another resolution express- 
ing regret that Mr. Caine had opposed 
home rule was adopted by a small majority. 

CHAMBERLAIN’S HOUSE GUARDED.

os had no terrors for them in many cases. I

them back. Tbe only instances in which the 
Poles drove the mob at all, so far as I ob- 
served, were those

run WERE DRIVEN BACK. 
But even under such galling fire, the rioters 
would drop to the pavements and rush upon 
the police while they were reloading. It is 
{mpossible to describe the state of terror 
under which the respectable Catholic people 
of Belfast are now living in consequence of 
the prevalent anagchy and bigotry. The brav- 
est of them hardly dare to venture out 
of doors in daylight even. I know 
that scores of people were shot during last 
night’s riots. Isaw ten taken to hospitals 
this morning. Itis feared that every funeral 
ot a victim of the riots may provoke a fresh 
outbreak. The law-abiding citizens demand 
of the Government the appointment of a spe- 
cial commission to inguire into the causes of 
the whole disorder. Fighting of this kind, 
at such close range as to be practically 
band to nand, was continued until 2 
o’clock this morning when daylight began to 
dawn and so many ofthe riotors disappeared 
as to leave the mob of insufficient strength to 
longer cope with the armed police, who suc- 
ceeded finally in dispersing it. My observation 
shows that the mob of last night was 
composed of the verysoum of Belfast. I saw 
members of it throw paving stones weighing 
fifteen and twenty pounds. Ieven saw fiends 
hurling rocks at the galiant firemen 
who were imperiling their lives 
in attempts to save dwellings from 


destruction by incendiary fires and helpless 


inmates from horrible deaths. If anything 
else were wanting to prove the character of 
the mob it would be furnished by the dozens 
of ruffians I saw during the night sneaking 
away from wrecked or burning buildings laden 
down with joot.

THE DEPOSED KING OF BAVARIA. 

MuNICcH, June 11.—A deputation of members 
of the Bavarian Cabinet to-day proceeded to 
Hohenschwangan Castle to present a letter to 
the deposed King Ludwig from Prince Luit- 
poid. They found the castle locked and they 
were not permitted by the King’s pickets to 
enter. The Ministry subsequently sent a force 
of genddarmes to the castle to 
force an entrance for the purpose of releasing 
Count Holstein who, while visiting the King 
last evening on Ministerial business concern- 
ing the Regency, was aftested by Ludwig’s 
order and locked up in the castle. Other 
gendarmes have been detailed to preserve 
order among the mountain population sur- 
rounding the castle, the mountaineers being 
loyal adherents of the King and in a danger- 
ous temper because of the State’s conduct 
toward him. King Ludwig remains in the most 
absolute seclusion in his castle.

gestions of Lord RaNpOLPH CHURCHILL’S 
Be speech and in fulfillment of the 
threats made by some of Ulster’s repre- 
sentatives in Parliament. They were ex- 
pected, asa matter of course, by every 
person who knows the history of Ireland 
since CROMWELL’S time. 

The colonization policy which superim- 
posed an alien color upon the native green 
of one of Ireland’s provinces has consist- 
ently and perennially borne the fruit it 
was intended to produce. It cut {reland 
fn twain with a sectional line of racial 
and religious feuds, imbittered by con- 
tinual collisions and by the memory of mut- 
nally inflicted wrongs transmitted from 
geheration to generation in ever-increas- 
ing volume, until anything like rational 
harmony or peace between the two fac- 
tions upon any political question is impos- 
sible. The antagonism between them 
crosses the ocean, survives even the 
influences of American civilization and 
breaks out in bloody riotsin the cities of 
both Canada and the United States. 

The loyal minority“ was of course al- 
ways the especial protege of every British 
Ministry and its protection the pretext for 
every act of proscription or coercion in- 
flicted upon Ireland; the obstacle to every 
proposed amelioration of the rigors of an 
alien domination over the domestic con- 
cerns of her people. Its mission and 
the exigencies of its role made this 
‘loyal minority” hold to the rest 
of Ireland the relation of the 
wolf tothe lamb in the fable, and play 
the part since assigned to the loyal carpet- 
baggers during our reconstruction period 
as manufacturers of campaign ‘‘bloody 
shirts“ and such like pretexts for dis- 
franchisements, coercion acts, etc.

It was alleged that he was 
the leader of the Home Club, an 
inner organization of the order, and 
in that capacity was the representative of 
labor ideas and methods directly opposed to 
the policy of General Master Workman Pow- 
derly. In keeping with these reports was the 
charge that MoGuire was guilty of being am- 
bitious and that he was after Pow- 
derly’s scalp in the hope of succeeding 


the latter as the head center of the great labor 
organization. Inthe fight in the convention 
oyer the relations of the Knights of Labor to- 
wards the trades unions, the general impres- 
sion prevails that McGuire triumphed over 
PoWderly and also that he subsequentiy 
strengthened his victory by electing a Home 
Olub candidate to a position on the 
General Executive Committee. The Home 
Club candidate was a man named Quinn, who 
was charged with being an anarchist and So-

eas.

in toto all of the above reports and allegations, 
and expressed great regret that they bad been 
so widely circulated and so generally credited.

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Difficulties in the Way of Its Passage—Pros- 
pects for an Extra Session. 


To-night the appropriation bill will be put 
upon its passage in the Council. It was re- 
ported from the Ways and Means Committee 
Tuesday night and read. It has been printed 
in order that it may be considered 
properly by the members. There is

**Duffy was ruled offof the track for three 
reasons, said he. ‘‘First, he was drunk, 
second, he was impertinent, and third 
he appeared in the grand stan 
and the Club-house in his shirt-sleeves. 
Duffy was intoxicated when he mounted Ben 
Ali in the Green stakes, and he came very near 
losing the race by his carelessness. Why, 200 
yards from the wire. I, together 
with some of . the judges, 
thought Ben Ali would come in 
second to May Lady, and it was but littie 
short of a miracle that he was landed a win- 
ner. The horse was beavily backed for first 

lace, and it would have been a great mis- 

ortune had he lost the race through the fault 
of his rider.’’

‘*I met him a short time after the Ben Ali 
race and in addition to em 4 that he was 
drunk, I saw that he wore a club- house badge.

Who Plunder People and Are Secure Be- 
cause They are Unknown to Fame. 


While Maj. Harrigan was Ohief of Police, 
one of the first things he turned his attention 
to was the suppression of burglaries. How 
well he succeeded everybody knows. He 
threw all his energy into the work and 
soon every thief of any consequence 
had been driven from the town. 


Chief Huebler has been carrying out Harri- 
re — and with the exception of the bur- 
giarizing of Max Judd’s house the other night 
of $1,000 worth of jewelry there has not 
been & burglary of any conse- 
quence committed in the city for 
months. The suppression of burglaries is, of 
course, principally in the hands of the de- 
tective force, and they arrest every thief of 
any importance as soon as they lay eyes upon 
him, bring him up inthe Police Courton a 
charge of Vagrancy, and give him 
hours to leave town. Whenever 
a few big jobs are perpetrated 
in different sections of the city it is immedi- 
ately known thata gang of professional bur- 
lars are in town. he detectives are imme- 

iately instructed to see what thieves are in 
town andtorun them in. Ifthe right men 
are arrested, the burglaries stop instantly, 
and if they have the wrong men they keep on. 
What men are doing the work can be

itself. Thus if women’s clothing is stolen it ts 
known that they are negroes. A white man 
will never touch women’s clotnes though he 
will take men’s clothes. A negro on the other 
hand will always take women's clothes or in 
fact anything he can lay hands on. 
There are a number of ways of judging 
whether the work is done by amateurs or pro- 
fessional. The former always either overdo or 
underdo the job while the professionals know 
ust how far to go and 

t in a business-like way. 
work always has a clean lines 
neatness about it which the bungling job of 
an amateur lacks. Two detactives are de- 
tailed to watch the progress of young thieves. 
As soon as a Youngster commences operations 
in the usual petit way his course is followed 
by these officers, and as soon ashe gets to 
running with the more experienced crooks he 
is run in. 

While the city has never been so free from 
large burglaries and thefts, sneak thieving and 
—— of pockets have been on the increase. 

hese jobs are all small and are evidently the 
inexperienced hands. 
The few rglaries committed are 
also plainly the work of boys, as 
their plunder is always very small. Con- 
cordia Park for the last week or so has been 
the place of operations of some young pick- 
pockets, as a number of reports have come in 
trom there of women having their purses ex- 
A number of pic- 
nies have been given there, and it is a very easy 
thing to pick a woman's pocketinacrowd. Un- 
fortunately women are nearly alwavs made the 
victims of the pickpocket in his depredations. 
Their pockets are most admirably located for 
the purposes of this class of thiei, who sel- 
dom experiences any trouble in relievin 
them of what they contain. On the other han 
itis a very difficult thing to

except the outside or tail pocket of his coat, 
and in it he seldom carries anything of value. 
Ifa woman, in order to avoid having her pocket 
picked, carries her purse in her hand-satchel, 
itis snatched from her and her purse and 
valuables — ps just the same. Women are 
sadly in need of some protection against 
thieves. 

The sneak thief jobs that have been done 
lately are of coursé on a small scale. The jobs 
of the sneak thief always are. He.ts a small, 
unimportant crook, and when he becomes 
better educated in his business usually turns 
his attention to something else. ese 
small thefts which have been going on it is im- 
possible to prevent, as -they are the 
work of boys unknown to fame, and there is 
no way of getting them except by catchin 
them in the act or through the identification 
some article they pawn.

Trial of Vian, Ringleader of the Revolt in 
St. Vincent de Paul Penitentiary.

MONTREAL, June 11.—The trial of Louis Vian, 
ringleader of the St. Vincent de Paul Peniten- 
tiary revolt, was concluded at the Court of the 
Queen’s Bench yesterday. He defended him- 
self ably, making several of the witnesses 
against him contradict themselves. The 
charges were shooting with intent to kill the 
guard, Chartrand ; attempting to escape on the 
24th of April, the day of the revolt, and escap- 
ing on the 6th of May. He pleaded guilty to 
the last count, but not to the others. He was 
closely watched by four guards, 2 armed 
and had shackles on his feet. Vian suid that 
the Penitentiary was divided into two factions, 
and be also char ‘god the guards with helpin 
him to escape. he jury returned a verdicto 
guilty on bath charges andthe judge sentenced 
him to twenty-five years in the Penitentiary. 
He has still eight years of his original sentence 
to serve, so that if he undergoes the full term 
he will be 76 years old when he gets 
his liberty. It is ~ ae that he will be 
taken to the Kingston Penitentiary to serve his 
sentence, where the oe is more strict 
than at St. Vincent de Paul.
